USDA Cotton Program Changed 


To make upland cotton more 
competitive in world markets, the 
U.S, Department of Agriculture re- 
cently changed certain provisions 
of the price support loan program 
and amended regulations for deter- 
mining the adjusted world price . 
(AWP) for upland cotton, 

Beginning with the 1989 crop, 
farmers will be required to pay in- 
terest and warchouse storage charg- 
es on upland cotton loans redeemed 
with cash during the 8-month loan 
extension period, regardless of the 
level of the AWP, according to Da- 
vid W. Eaddy, CED of the Coffee 
County Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service. 

"If farmers forfeit the upland 
cotton to the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, they will be required 
to pay CCC all costs associated 
with the storage of the forfeited cot- 
ton, beginning with the first month 


of the loan extension," said Eaddy, 
"plus a $1.00-per-bale handling fee 
on the forfeited cotton." 

He said no changes were made 
for repaying upland cotton loans 
during the initial 10-month loan pe- 
riod. 

USDA also authorized an addi- 
tional adjustment in the way the 
AWP is figured. In determining the 
actual amount of any adjustment, 
USDA will consider Northern Eu- 
rope price quotations for U. S. 
growth as compared to foreign 
growths, the level of export sales, 
and other relevant data. 

ASCS official Eaddy said the 
adjusted world price is important in 
the cotton marketing loan program 
because it allows farmeis to repay 
their cotton price support loans at 
the lesser of the loan level or the 
adjusted world price. 


Peanut Marketing Cards Due 


David W. Eaddy, CED of the 
Coffee County Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation Service re- 
minds farmers to return their pea- 
nut marketing cards as soon as 
possible after marketings are com- 
pleted for the farm. 

"All peanut-producing farmers 
must report all marketing from the 
farm, as well as the amount of pea- 
nuts retained for seed or any other 
use," Eaddy said. "The computer- 
ized marketing card should contain 
all sales transactions at buying 
points; any marketings not made 
through an established buying point 
should be reported when the card is 
returned," he said. 

Producers receive a print-out of 
all marketings on their card, and 
are responsible for checking it to be 
sure that all marketings have been 


properly recorded. 

The ASCS peanut price support 
program limits the number of 
pounds of peanuts that can be mar- 
keted by producers for domestic ed- 
ible uses through poundage quotas. 
Any peanuts not marketed against a 
poundage quota for a farm are re- 
quired to be placed under addition- 
al loan, or marketed for export or 
crush in accordance with a contract 
entered into by the peanut producer 
and the handler. 

Eaddy said price support loans 
on quota or additional peanuts will 
be available for 1989-crop ware- 
house - and farm-stored peanuts 
from harvest time through January 
31, 1990. Loans on farm-stored 
quota nuts will be available 
through March 31, 1990.

ANNUAL STAFF STUDIES LAYOUT AND DESIGN 
By Camille Haynes 


The Zion Chapel annual staff prepared for designing the Rebel 90 yearbook by 


‘drawing layout and learning fundamental layout design rules. They began by learn- 


ing about layouts and their functions, about elements of design that include photos, 
captions, headlines, copy block, white space, gutter, and graphics, about ways to 
unify a spread, the correct way to design a layout, and the common mistakes that are 
made while designing a layout. 

The eight steps toward a better layout are essential in designing « layout. The first 
step is that every spread must have a dominant photo. The second step is that the 
layout must be designed from the center outward. Keeping all elements a consistent 
distance apart is the third step. The next step is that photos should be a variety of 
sizes ard shapes, but all with square corners. Defining each outside margin and 
blending with care is the fifth step. Designing a minimum of lines on the inside and 
a variety of lines on the outside is next; the seventh step is keeping the type in the 
corners and along the edges, Controlling the white space is the last step. 

Deciding which type of layout is best for you was another process of designing 
which the class learned. The six types of layouts are three-column, dominant photo, 
focal point, modular, hanging from a line, and sideline. 

The annual staff learned many new things about layout design which will be 
shown in the Rebel 90 yearbook.

What is home health care and 
how is it administered? 

The Home Health Care Program 
provides such services as: skilled 
nursing, home health aids, physical 
therapy, speech therapy, and nutri- 
tional services to patients in the 
home. 

This program is administered lo- 
cally by the Coffee County Health 
Department and its overall goal iS 
to help maintain the patient in the 
home, to help keep medical cost to” 
a minimum, and to make the pa- 
ticnt more independent, not depen- 
dent. 

There are approximately 250 in- 
dividuals presently being cared for 
under this program and. their ages 
ae from 4 months to 107 years , 
old, 


Home health care employs 9 
health care nurses, 19 home health 
care aids, | physical therapist, 1 
speech therapist, | medicare waiver 
nurse, and 3 secretarics. 

The patients are referred by phy- 
sicians, hospitals, relatives, neigh- 
bors or by friends. After receiving 
the referrals, a county nurse will 
make an evaluation visit’ but will 
not administer any hands on care 
without a doctor's order. 

The nurse can help a family un- 
derstand the doctor's orders, pro- 
vide personal care as ordered by the 
physician such as: giving bed or tub 
baths, shampoos, giving skin and 
nail care. All of this is in addition 
to other duties which include: start- 
ing and changing 1V’s, venipfinc- 
ture, teaching the patient medi-

Driving directions 
to Vernon, Al 


Elba folks driving to Vernon Fri- 
day for the Elba-Lamar County 
football game might want to check 
a road map and with people who 
are familiar with the highways in 
the area. 

Vernon is a community of 
slightly over 2600 people. This 
newspaper has had telephone con- 
tact with school officials and com- 
munity business people. All have 
been very cooperative and offered 
any help they could give to the fans 
traveling to the ballgame Friday 
night. 

This newspaper has received ad- 
vice from residents of the area on 
some roads being better than oth- 
ers. 

The first recommendation we 
give is from the “natives”. They tell 
us that after getting to Tuscaloosa, 
they would take Highway 82 West 
to Gordo and turn North (right) on 
Highway 17. There is a four mile 
“dogleg” using this route, but area 
residents warn against using the 
road that eleminates this short mis- 
direction. 

Highway 17 goes right through 
Vernon, Motorists can get to the 
stadium very easily, according to 
area residents. If coming into town 
on Highway 17 from the South, 
turn left on Highway 18 at the first 
traffic signal (right at the school). 
Drive two or three blocks (past a 
small shopping area) and turn right

\ two page, single spaced state 
ment given to board members at the 
meeting complained that the drivers 
had wied to talk with Mr, Lamar 
Wilson, who is in charge of school 
student transportation for the Elba 
school system, about safety meas 
ures in school traffic, that ts, load 
ing ‘and unloading places, taffic 
problems on the school grounds, 
substitute drivers, and maintenance 
of the busses. They also wrote and 
stated to the board that “Wilson 
says that if we don't like the way he 
runs things to resign.” 

The statement in it's entirety is 
reprinted here: 

We, the undersigned appear be- 
fore you to make known our grie- 
vances, concerning bus drivers in 
the Elba City School system. 

Each of us, at one time or anoth- 
er, haws tried to talk with Mr. Wil- 
son about safety measures in 
school traffic, that is, loading and 
unloading places, traffic problems 
on the school grounds, substitute 
drivers, and for all bus drivers. Mr. 
Wilson says that if we don’t like the 
way he runs things to resign. He 
cannon hear us reaching out to 
him: but, rather develops an aus- 
tere attitude to hardline us, instead. 
There seems to be no resolution to 
the bus drivers’ problems. When we 
were hired, Mr. Wilson briefed us 
pertinent to bus drivers require- 
ments. We were told that we were 
expected to drive on out of town 
trips as well as on assigned bus 
routes. Until last year substitute 
drivers did not, normally, drive for 
out of town trips. 

We do not think it's fair to show 
partiality or favoritism among bus 
drivers. For instance, one bus driv- 
er made only 6 out of town trips 
last year; where as, on substitute 
driver made more out of town trips 
than that, and the rest of us did, 
also. 

We do not think it’s fair for sub- 
Stitute drivers to drive on out of 
town trips, when bus drivers are 
available. all contracts for school 
personnel are, basically, the same. 
Teachers do not have substitutes 
when the teacher are available 
Lunch reom workers do not have 
substitutes for extra cooking or ser 
vices when the regular personnel 
ate available Men buy drivers, 
whe deve te feothall games, do not 


f iown trips when these women 
bus drivers are available. The bus- 
es, assigned to these women to 
drive on school bus routes, are be 
ing re-assigned to substitutes r 
Mr. Wilson, to drive on oul of town 
trips. We invile your attention t 
the trip sheets and check stubs t 
upport ihese Jacis 

Vow, Mr. Wilson says that we 
have to get his (Mr. Wilson's) per 
mission to talk to Mr. Foley. Later 
Mr. Foley did override that order 
When we requested an audience f 
four bus drivers to discuss some 
prevalent problems, Mr. Foley 

alled a group meeting last May 
and told those present that if we did 
not like the way Mr. Wilson was 
running things to resign. We do not 
think that his remarks were fair or 
rational to bus drivers with tenure 
He did tell us to put our complaints 
in writing and give them to him. We 
have done that 

Bus repair is not prompt upon 
notification for the older buses. Ex- 
amination of monthly driver's re- 
ports will verify this statement. 
When stand-in buses are used on 
bus routes in place of new buses, 
they are not up to par for safe oper- 
ation and handling as prescribed 
by state law. Bus No2 has steering 
problems and is underpowered for 
take off and up-hill driving for im- 
pending schedules. We know that a 
$250.00 tire can stand still until it 
is flat sided, but the steering prob- 
lems are not all just flat sided tires. 
A test drive will support this claim. 

We have the lives and safety of 
students at our hand. We would like 
to propose that we have a definite 
place to contact Mr. Wilson by tele- 
phone from the time the bus routes 
begin until the time all gus routes 
end, 

It is our request that this school, 
board assure us that there will be 
no intimidation or repercussion lat- 
er due to our presentation of these 
grievances. We do not want our 
jobs to be threatened or told to re- 
Sign: in as much as, we are tenured 


bus drivers. 


The statement was signed by 
Doris Mallory, Dixie Davis, Mavis 
Burch, Vera Nell Bragg and L. C. 
Cook. 

One of the signees, L. C. Cook, 
said his only concern was the safety 
conditions on the school grounds. 

The drivers told the board mem- 
bers they had also met with Mr. Fo- 
ley on the matter but didn't feel 
they were getting any results. 


After about an hour of discus- 
sion the board members pointed out 
to the drivers that they had deliv- 
ered some very serious charges 
against the system, challenging the 
everyday safety of the children in 
school. They pointed out that none 
of the board members were bus me- 
chanics and relied on the man 
hiredl( Wilson) and Superintendent 
Foley to keep things running prop 


ignored and would be looked into 

Concerning the complaint that 
some drivers were not being given 
their fair share of trips, it was sug- 
gested by board members thal a 
roster by set up and that ALL 
TRIPS be assigned from that list. 
If a driver wurned down a tip, their 
name would go to the bottom of the 
list 

The female drivers in the group 
pointed out that some athietic trips 
were better suited for male drivers. 
joard members expressed the opin 
ion that if a roster was used, there 
should be no exceptions and every 
trip assigned from the roster. This 
was to be worked out within the 
system and a report made back to 
the board. 


Safety on the school grounds 
covered several areas, but mainl 
they centered around the tight traf- 
fic in the momings and afternoons 
when private automobiles are 
mixed in with the busses loading 
and unloading students. The drivers 
asked that this be changed. 

Foley acknowledged there had 
been some problems but it was aw- 
ful hard to make permanent correc- 
tions. 


In other action the board mem- 
bers approved a set of plans to 
build a handicap ramp at the front 
of the Elba High School building. 
The only cost to the school board 
will be the price of the materials. 
Labor will be furnished. 

Foley gave a report on the re- 
sults of the Alabama High School 
Graduation Examination and stated 
he was well pleased with the num- 
ber of students passing. 

Foley also told board members 


of the number of computers in the 
schools and how they were being 
utilized. 

The next meeting of the board 
will be on December 7.
